School children dressed in

When I was a 
kid. I played baseball with 
a passion.

But, by the same 
token, Arnold Palmer and 
Jack Nicklaus are both nat­ 
ural righthanders and I can’t 
imagine either of them play­ 
ing better left-handed. 
Second, my father felt that 
it’d be much easier for him 
to instruct me. " I ’m right- 
handed myself,” he s a i d , 
“and I see you as a right- 
handed player.

Drunk driving 


After years of gently chiding the driving public, “If you 
drink, don’t drive,” while tabulating an ever-higher toll of 
drunk-caused highway deaths, the National Safety Council 
has decided to ‘‘Scream Bloody Murder.” 
In a year-long newspaper, magazine, radio and television 
campaign directed by the Advertising Council, the Safety 
Council intends to dramatize the sickening details of the 
drunk-driver menace. Some of the facts: 
• Of the 56,400 traffic deaths in 1969, more than half 
were caused by drinking drivers. 
To put it another way, even if all the causes of accidents 
could be removed but this one, we would still be faced 
with 28,000 needless deaths a year. 
• Contrary to what is generally believed, the average 
‘‘social drinker” is not the problem. Although it is better 
not to drink at all if one is going to drive, 70 per cent of the 
nation’s 107 million licensed drivers do drink and drive, at 
least occasionally. 
It is a tiny 5 per cent of heavy drinkeis who cause almost 
all the damage. 
• People arrested for drunken driving typically are not 
drivers who have had only a couple of drinks. A majority 
are alcoholics, of whom there are five to six million in this 
country, most of them licensed to drive. 


• More than half of those arrested for drunken driving 
have blood alcohol levels of 0.20 per cent or more well 
aboyé the 0.15 level which is the legal standard for deter­ 
mining drunkenness in most states and which manv ex­ 
perts say is far too high. (Many European countries have 
adopted 0.05 per cent as the standard.) 
These people usually have histories of violence and prob­ 
lems in other areas and have had frequent contact with 
courts and social agencies. Many have convictions associ­ 
ated with excessive drinking. 


These people are sick and cannot be reached by moral 
appeals or threat of punishment. They must be removed 
from the road, says the Safety Council. 


Unfortunately, the council sabotages its own effective 
message by urging people to write in ‘‘to find out what you 
can do.” How many are going to bother? 


The only way to remove the drunk driver from the high­ 
way is to remove him. If the Safety Council knows how the 
average citizen can ‘‘Scream Bloody Murder” loud enough 
to get his state legislature to pass the laws that will do that 
—-and, most important, how to get judges to back up those 
laws—it ought to come right out and say so.

W ASHINGTON — Credibility gap 
was a phrase that haunted the 
Johnson administration.

And, in the meantime, the wrangle 
goes on, as it went on for many 
weeks over the Thai report, to 
release what is certain to be a 
heavily censored transcript. 
This is all directly revelant to 
events

C am bodia. 
Hiring 
mercenaries to do the fighting may 
be an essential of the undeclared 
war the United States is waging in 
southeast Asia. But the very least 
that should be expected is an honest 
accounting to civilian authority of 
where the money goes. Short of that, 
the end result is doubt and distruct. 
a credibility gap as wide as the 
Grand Canyon. 
In a closed society such as the 
Soviet Union they do these things 
differently. For at least four years 
Soviet technicians and pilots have 
been in Egypt operating the missile 
defenses and in recent weeks flying 
defensive missions in MIG-ls. As 


the SAM-3 missile defenses are 
extended to the Suez Canal line, the 
number 
of 
Soviet 
military 
is 
probably well over 10,000 today. 
Russian coffins have been shipped 
back 
to 
the 
homeland 
with 
casualties in that undeclared war. 
The next of kin are told that the 
husband or father died in an auto 
accident. Unless it be through a 
small elite underground, not a word 
of this is known to the Soviet Public. 
Yet, even in that closed world, the 
signs are multiplying that with 
a d v a n c e d 
s c i e n t i f i c 
a n d 
technological 
education 
it 
is 
difficult or impossible to keep the 
curtain or ignorance pulled tight. 
Courageous men and women are 
daring to speak out. And. while they 
are still only a tiny minority, their 
example promises (o be contagious.

The Tet attacks of 
early 1968 were an 
exam ple 
of 
this 
stragegy. 


They followed (after the normal 
Hanoi hiatus for planning) a series 
ol U.S.-South Vietnamese attacks 
similar to those now being made in 
Cambodia. 


Those 
allied 
attacks 
were 
aimed at 
the 
supply headquarter complexes the 
North Vietnamese and VC had built 
up in the Iron Triangle and adjacent 
South Vietnamese areas. 
In 
that day, these were the 
equivalent of the Cambodian bases. 
Out of these havens the Communists 
staged repeated forays in the areas 
north and south of Saigon. 
Captured documents . show 
the 
North Vietnamese and VC were 
deeply troubled by these attacks on 
their ^ havens. Morale was so low, 
these*documents indicated, the 1968 
Tet attacks were organized in a 
desperate 
attem pt 
to 
recover 
initiative in the war. 
The Tet attacks failed in Vietnam. 
The Communists lost so many of 
their leadership cadre they have not 
yet recovered in wide areas of the 
south. In these attacks, too, the 
Communists lost their reputation 
for invincibility. Both militarily and 
politically in Vietnam. Tet was a 
disaster for Hanoi. 
The Tet attacks succeeded only in 
th e 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e d 
psychologically. Leading American 
newspapers 
still 
refer 
to 
the 
Communist Tet “ victories” and look 
with some contempt on those who 
call Tet a Communist defeat. 
Their 
Am erican 
victory, 
of 
course, 
was 
not 
lost 
on 
the 
Communists. It led to an end of the 
bombing of North Vietnam, to an 


American president deciding not to 
r u n , 
to 
A m e r i c a n 
t r o o p 
withdrawals, to dissension in the 
United States. 
What then will Hanoi attempt? 
The likelihood is that Hanoi does 
not 
yet 
know. 
Interviews 
this 
reporter has had over the years with 
officers who once served in Ho’s 
arm ies indicate that it normally 
takes Hanoi six to eight months to 
make up its mind, plan its strategy 
in minute detail and then kick off an 
operation. 
There is no reason to 
believe 
Hanoi will react more rapidly now. 
But if one thinks in Mao-Ho term s 
there are several possibilities: 
—The ambushing and destruction 
ot 
a major American or South 
Vietnamese unit. 
Mao says the 
defeat of 10 divisions is not nearly so 
fearful to an enemy as the complete 
destruction of one. (This, of course, 
is the danger ofSouth Vietnamese 
forces continuing 
to operate 
in 
Cambodia once American backup 
has retired to Vietnam. > 
—The capture of one major South 
Vietnam ese 
city 
followed 
by 
extensive destruction within that 
city to frighten Americans with 
Hanoi’s ferocity. 
(The recent attack on Dalat may 
have been an experiment in this 
program, a test to determine the 
opportunities and the difficulties of 
such an attack .) 
—A 
series 
of 
concentrated 
te r r o r i s t 
a t t a c k s 
on 
South 
Vietnamese or Americans of such 
magnitude that they would raise 
public opinion in the United States to 
a fever pitch. 
—A sneak suicide bombing attack 
with airplanes staged from Red 
Chinese 
fields. 
(Most 
military 
strategists 
heavily 
discount 
the 
possibility of such an attack but that 
is precisely the reason Hanoi and 
Peiping would weigh it seriously.) 
—Some maneuver in 
Laos or 
C am bodia 
designed 
to 
lure 
American combat troops back into 
those countries and thereby wipe out 
Nixon’s credibility.
